SMOKING 

Dr. David A. Wood of San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., president of the 
American Cancer Society and di- 
rector of the Cancer Research In- 
stitute at the University of Cali- 
fornia, reported that at least 16 
“outstanding studies have shown 
a statistical association between 
cigarette smoking and lung can- 
cer, 

He -said one team of research- 
ers estimated on the basis of sta- 
tistical evidence that one out of 
every 10 men who smoke two 
packs of cigarettes a day will 
have lung cancer at some time. 
But they estimated only one out 
of every 275 non-smokers will de- 
velop lung cancer. 

“‘We see lung cancer from time 
to time in patients who have 
never smoked,”’ he pointed out. 


AIR POLLUTION 


Dr. Wood stressed that some re- 
searchers have compiled statis- 
tical data indicating that air pol- 
lution is a cause of lung cancer. 

Dr. William U. Gardner, pro- 
fessor and chairman of the de- 
partment of anatomy at Yale 
School of Medicine, reported thcre 
is ‘good evidence’’ that certain 
hormones can cause cancerous 
tumors when they are present in 
the body in abnormal amounts for 
long periods. 

“Tumors have been produced 
experimentally in animals with 
hormones,”” he said.
